The Present Actions Are Civil Cases, 
but Circuit Attorney Folk Proposes 
to Have the Whole Matter Probed 
by the St. Louis Grandjury. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 13.—It was 
learned there today that just prior to the in- 
stitution of the civil suits to recover from 
Coal Oil Inspector W. J. Flynn of St. Louis 
and his. predecessors, Judge Daniel O'Con- 
nel Tracy and R. B. Speed of Nevada, Mo., 
fees amoumting to $24,201, being the total 
amount which they held in excess of that 
allowed them by law, that the St. Louis 
grandjury had jntended to take drastic 
measures to compel the payment of this 
money to the state of Missouri. 

The suite which ex-Inspector Speed re- 
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gards as ‘‘friendly’’ were instituted by@At- 
torney-General Crow, not merely to test 
the constitutionality of the law, but to 
compel Speed, Flynn and Tracy to pay 


money to the state which they now ille-# 


gally withhold. 

Two weeks ago information was fur- 
nished to Circuit Attorney Folk that the 
#t. Louis coal oil inspectors had not com- 
plied with the law governing the fiscal af- 
fairs of their department since the passage 
of the revised statute four years ago, limit- 
ing the St. Louis coal inspector's fees to 
$7000 per annum. In response to this infor- 
mation the circuit atorney dispatched a 
messenger to Jefferson City to make an in- 
vestigation of State Auditor Allen's books 
mover ng the financial returns of this par- 
titu'A department. This inquiry revealed 
tliat the coa) oll inspectors had violated the 
daw with impunity and had never, as the 
statute expressly commanded, turned over 
a dollar into the state treasury in excess of 
the $7000 to which they were legally en- 
titled.

BAR HEALTHY CHILD 


Little Thelma Foster Can't Attend Be- 
cause Vaccination Won't Take 
on Her Arm. 


little Thelma Foster is 7 years old, and 
she wants to co to school. She is a bright 
little thing and her mother, Mrs. W! C. 
Foster, is very proud of her and very anx- 
ious for her to have her books and h 
classes and ali the other advantages that 
other little children have in the schoos. 
But the teacher says Thelma cannot come 
to school until she is ‘‘successfully”’ vac- 
cinate. Mrs. Foster says the superintend- 
ent of schools declares he cannot do any- 
thing for the little girl and the board 
health says it can do nothing but let 
be vaccinated in the city dispensary. 

Thelma has been vaccinated three times 
by regular physicians and her mother has 
certificates of these vaccinations, but the 
certificates do not read “successfully vac- 
cinated.’’ They read “‘vaccinated.'’ Thelma 
is one of those few persons on whom vac- 
cination will not ‘“‘take.”’ 

Mrs. Foster says that Thelma was a 
pupil at the Franklin school Kindergarten 
last year until spring, when the fami!v 
miooved to Rola for the summer. She was 
vaccinated at the beginning Oo; the Kilue,- 
garten year and was admitted on the cer- 
tificate from Dr. Valentine Schulz 
Eleventh and Pine streets. 


Did Not Say 
“Successfully.” 


“We started her to schovl fin the first 
grade this year,’’ said Mrs. Foster today. 
“The teacher said she must be vaccinated 
and we were. willing that she should be. 
as the former treatment had left no scar. 
She was vaccinated on the left arm on 
Sept. 9 by Dr. M. J. Hopkins of Thirtv- 
fourth and Pine streets. The doctor gave 
us the certificate of vaccination, but it did 
rot say ‘succocésfully’ vaccinated. We 
didn't think anything of that and sent 
Thelma back to school, expecting her to 
go right ahead with her studies, The 
teacher said the certificate was no good, 
and sent Thelma to the principal, who 
suid the same thing. ‘Ve were pot al- 
lowed to send her to school We waited 
10 days, hoping the vacciration would take. 
but it did.not. Shen Dr. Hopkins vacci- 
nated her again. And that has not taken. 
I went to see the principal yesterday, and 
said that Thelma must go to school, and 
that we couldn't help it if her blood 
wouldn't act in accord with the = schvo! 
law. The teacher sent me to Superintend- 
ent Soldan. I talked with one of the as- 
sistant superintendents, and he said that 
the school board could do nothing = for 
Thelma. He sent me to the Board of 
Health and the commissioner referred me 
to the chiet physician of the city dispen- 
ssry. The dispensary physician said that 
all he could do would be to vaccinate 
iThelma agein. lt was willing if he would 
|} vaccinate her on a leg instead of that 
poor little arm that has been scratched 
cver and «over already. but he would not 
agree to this. -He saxi he would vacci- 
inate her on the arm, and ff. it took, well 
and good, and if it didn’t, why he would 
get her into school anyhdaw. e treated

It is thought that the arguments will be 
opened when the afternoon session opens at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 

Many lawyers are here for the hearing 
of the appeal, the number including sé€v- 
eral of those who have been most promli- 
nent as counsel for St. Louis boodlers, 

Thomas J. Rowe, counsel for Butler, in 
his brief prepared for the Supreme Court, 
argues the appeal with the same conten- 
tions set forth in his demurrer at the trial] 
in Columbia, which Judge Hockaday over- 
ruled. 

Circuit Attorney Folk’s argument in be- 
half of the state practically un- 
changed from that followed in arguing the 
demurrer at Columbia. 

Attorney Rowe flayvs Mr. Folk most bit- 
ierly in his brief. The words show anl- 
mnosity to a marked degree. 

“For conceit, impudence and mendacity 
neither history. nor fiction exhibits his peer 
or parallel,’ declares Attorney Rowe in 
speaking of the circuit attorney. 

“Mr. Folk came along (full 
righteousness and told the jury how sin- 
cere, ‘honest, upright, impartial and just 
were the representatives of the state under 
his immaculate direction,’ continues the 
Butler counsel. 

“And thereafter he gave an exhibition of

He contends that the fai.ure of the 
trial court to rebuke the circuit attorney 
constitutes an error on which the case 
should be reversed.

FOR CONTEMPT 


Judge Kinealy Commits Two Men 
Who Foreclosed Mortgage 
Against His Order. 


Because William Crommers, father, and 
William F, Crommers, son, of Elsinore, 
Wayne County, Mo., persisted in trying to 
foreclose mortgages on 1000 acres of land 
in Wayne County, and declared that Judge 
Kineally of the circuit court had no juris- 
diction in their case, they have been sent 
to jail for contempt of court. 

Orders committing them were issued 
Tuesday morning by Judge Kinealy. Their 
attorneys have started for Jefferson City to 
apply to the supreme court of Missouri 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Several years ugo the Crommers sold a 
tract of timber land in Wayne County to 
the South Missouri Pine-Lumber Co. of St. 
Louls. 

They received among other things six 
notes of 31000 each secured by mort- 
gages on the land. A dispute arose over 
the deal. Allegations of fraud were 
made by the lumber company. 

The matter was taken to the courts 
and is now pending on an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

The lumber company obtained an in- 
junction from Judge Kinealy §restrain- 
ing the Crommers from foreclosing the 
six notes until the case had been decid- 
ed by the Supreme Court. 


In violation of this injunction steps were 
taken by the Crommers to foreciose the 
notes upon a decision rendered in the cir- 
cuit court of Wayne County. 

For this action Judge Kineally declared 
father and son in contempt of his court 
Tuesday and sent them to jail, there to re- 
main until they had purged themselves by 
putting matters exactly where they were 
when the injunction was granted.

President Kingsland Will Urge Pass- 
age of the Present Terminal 
‘Ordinance. 


GOOD WORK HAS BEEN DONE 


Action to Be Taken at Meeting of the 
Executive Council of the As- 
sociation Tonight. 


Col. L. D. Kingsland, president of the St. 
Louls Manufacturers’ Association, was 
asked if that association would call a 
meeting, or by its executive council, in- 
dorse or oppose the terminal ordinances 
as now presented to the city assembly. 

Col. Kingsland replied: “The best an- 
swer I can give you is to quote from the 
action of the Manufacturers’ Association, 
June 16, 1903, when it prepared a memorial 
to the joint committee of the City Assem- 
bly in relation to the ordinances granting 
franchises then under consideration. 

The memorial wus as follows:

That the charge known ae the bridge arbitrary 
be werged {n tariff rate to St. Louis, and that 

: be the termina) of all shipments now 
consigned to Bast St. s care of the St. Louis 
Transfer Oo. or 8t. uis Bridge and Termina! 
Association, for manufacturers and merchants 
lvcated in St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Manufacturers’ As@ociation feels 
that with the granting of the above conditions 
the St. Louls Termina) Association sabould be 
fostered aud assisted ip every way in imprforiog 
its facilities which will increase the possibility 
of St. —extending ber trade avd manufac- 
ture in every directian. 

. 6s@ extracts,’’ continued Mr, Kings- 
land, ‘stato the position of the St. Louls 
Manufacturers’ Association then and 
now. and as the St. Louis Terminal As- 
sociation has met these conditions—Dut not, 
however, until after the strong fight made 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

“At the meeting of the executive coun- 
cll of the association, to be held at the 
Southern Hotel this evening, 1 will intro- 
duce a resolution urging the passage of the 
Terminal ordinance, as new introduced, 
and, I believe, it will be passed, and that 
the menibers of the association will do 
everything in their power to secure the 
passage of the ordinance. 

“It is. to be regretted that it is necessary 
for the Terminal Association to occupy a 
portion vf the levee, but since they have 
made concessions. it ja but fair that con- 
cessions should be made to them, and the 
pecaneten of the levee will not be fought 
by the Manufacturers’ Association. 

“The proposed improvements on the 
leveé, aS @¢Xplained to members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association. namely erect- 
ing of immense warehouses, similar in 
corstruction and style to the Cupples sta- 
tion district, on the levee between Wash- 
ington avenue and Market street, without 
interfering with Vine, Locust, Olive, Pine 
und Chestnut streeta as was feared, will 
be a great addition to the warehouse and 
freizht receiving facilities of the central 
portion of the citv, and will lead to other 
ts a tataaat of like character on the river 
ront. 

“The members cf the citizens’ commit- 
tee. to whom this matter was referred, and 
who have brought about the adjustment 
with the Terminal Association on the lines 
originally laid down by the St. Louis Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, and have secured 
for St. Louis a through bill of lading, and 
a location on the freight map of the United 
Btates. deserve the thanks of the business 
and manufacturing interests of St Louis 
for the work they have accomplished."

AGED MEN WERE INSEPARABLE 


Survivor Was Stricken Just as He 
- Finished Saying, “My Summons 
Cannot Come Too Soon.” 


(NEW YORK, -Jonnson Chase 
Hull, the oldest letter carrier in New York, 
and possibly in the country, fell dead today 
while standing beside the coffin containing 
the body of his brother. William, at the 
latter's home in Brooklyn.

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THE KRATZ EXTRADITION CASE. 

In the matter of Kratz, the “.spatches from Washington 
indicate that the extradition plan which was formulated in 
the City of Mexico hy the representative of this paper, has 
found favor with the siate department. It is stated that 
the surrender of the ‘ugitive will be asked for—not under the 
warrant of the rently revised treaty, but under the war- 
rant of one of Mexico’s own laws, which provides that the 
neg there may surrender a fugitiye without treaty 
| rity, provided the government to which the surrender 
ig ™S ae will give written guarantee of reciprocal action in 
fe ® Mexican offender, charged with the same character of 
crime, Should seek refuge within its territory. 

As this extradition case promises to attain national ce- 
lebrity, it “nay be well to make the legal aspects clear to 
the layman’, mind: When Kratz was discovered at Guada- 
lajara there was no treaty between the United States and 

Mexico NAMM g bribery as an extraditable crime. But there 
was a* Mexiciin law, independent of all treaty laws, under 


ershich Predflent Diaz could, if he saw fit. surrender Kratz at 


the request of the President of the United States, provided 
that our President would give written guarantee of reciprocal 
aetion under like conditions, and where the same offense was 
alleged... Mr. Folk, through Gov. Dockery, secured a request 

by Pregident Roosevelt for the delivery of Kratz. The request 
evoked @ courteous declaration| of willingness, provided Preai- 
dent Roosevelt ‘wopld end @ written guarantee of reciprocity. 
Under the laws’of*the United States extradition is dependent 
upon not the President alone, but the governor of the state in 
which the fugitive happens to be. Hence President Roosevelt 
could not give the guarantee required, and President Diaz could 
mot grant the surrender desired. So the case took the atti- 
tude of suspension and Kratz was released. 

Then there was a draft of an amended treaty, including 
bribery as an extraditable offense, and, although promptly 
signed by President Roosevelt in the summer of 1902, it was 
not ratified by Congress till last spring. This amended treaty 
gave President Roosevejt the authority of all of the states to 
surrei.der to Mexico bribery fugitives. :

| court, Gov. Dockery treats it as a light matter, not to be 


considered between friends. He leaves the state capital to 
accompany Mr. Morrow to St. Louis, expresses his willing- 
ness to go on his bond and declares that he will neither ask 
for his resignation nor accept it. ° 

Gov. Dockery cannot dissociate his -personality from his 
office, especially when dealing with an official. He owes more 
to his office than to his personal friendships. By his conduct 
in the Morrow case he throws the great weight of his state 
office against the federal court and pronounces the grandjury 
either dishonest in intent, or untrustworthy in judgment. 
He lends his official influence to the discrediting of the federal 
court. He puts personal and political considerations above 
those of public policy.

“NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Chas. M. Schwab, 
whom subpena servers had vamly tried to 
reach since Sept. 2%, has capitulated. 

Through his lawyer. W. D. Guthrie, he 
gave a promise to Samuel Untermeyer, 
counsel for -the first mortgage bondholders, 
to appear as u witness whenever he was 
needed. 

J. P. Morgan. it was said, was much dis- 
turbed by the unwillingness of the former 
president of the United States Steel Corpor- 

.atlon to accept service in proceedings 
brought by the bondholders to have the 
temporary receiver made permanent and to 
defeat Mr. Schwiub’s reorganization plan. 

Mr. Morgan's views on the matter had, it 
is said, a potent influence in causing Mr. 
Schwab to agree to appear as a witness. 

The hearing, which began last Thursday, 
when Mr. Dresser made his startling reve- 
lations. was to have continued today with 
Mr. Dresser on the stand under cross-ex- 
amination, but Mr. Schwab's counsel, Mr. 
Guthrie. made a plea for a postponement 
until tomorrow on the ground that he was 
not in condition to go on because of an 
accident he jet with while horseback rid- 
ing. Mr. Guthrie was at his office, how- 
ever, attending to business. His piea was 
granted. 

Though it has been formally denied by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. that the firm has any 
interested in the United States Shipbuild-
